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Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 

YEAR  ENDING  31st  DECEMBER,  1969 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  of  your  district  for  1969. 

The  population  again  fell  slightly  and  so  did  the  births  by 
54  giving  a  standardised  rate  of  15-1  compared  with  16-3  for 
England  and  Wales. 

The  number  of  deaths  fell  by  19  to  174  giving  a  standardised 
rate  of  15-5  compared  with  1T9  for  the  whole  country.  113  of 
these  were  65  years  and  over  and  58  were  75  years  and  older. 

The  number  of  infant  deaths  increased  by  1  to  6.  In 
association  with  the  reduced  birth  rate  this  increased  our  Infantile 
Mortality  Rate  to  the  disappointingly  high  figure  of  30  (19-61  for 
1968).  The  figure  for  the  whole  country  is  18. 

Of  these  infant  deaths,  4  died  under  4  weeks,  one  of  con¬ 
genital  anomalies,  and  3  of  injuries  and  other  conditions 
associated  with  birth.  Of  the  remaining  2,  one  died  of  influenzal 
broncho-pneumonia  at  4  weeks  and  one  of  congenital  heart 
disease  at  5  weeks. 

This  year  there  were  no  maternal  deaths.  The  number  of 
deaths  from  cancer  of  all  parts  of  the  body  was  up  by  8  to  36, 
the  increase  being  cancer  of  the  bronchus  (an  extra  4  this  year — 
3  men  and  1  woman)  and  cancer  of  the  intestine  (4  this  year  and 
none  last). 

Deaths  due  to  conditions  of  the  heart  and  vascular  system 
numbered  65  as  against  69  last  year  though  a  bigger  proportion 
this  time  were  diagnosed  as  ischaemic  heart  disease  which  is 
usually  caused  by  coronary  thrombosis. 

Two  deaths  occurred  from  diabetes,  both  in  women  over 
75  years. 

Pneumonia  caused  8  deaths,  a  decrease  of  4,  and  deaths 
from  bronchitis  were  up  7  this  year  to  16. 

There  were  4  accidental  deaths  and  2  suicides. 
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No  tuberculosis  deaths  occurred  during  the  year  and  only 
one  new  case  was  notified,  but  this  should  not  lead  to  complacency 
as  147  cases  still  remain  on  the  register. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  did  not  visit  the  area  during 
the  year. 

Heaf  testing  of  school  entrants  continues  for  diagnostic 
purposes  and  is  repeated  again  on  entry  to  secondary  school 
when  B.C.G.  vaccination  is  given  as  required. 

The  number  of  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  showed 
a  fall  this  year  to  74.  Measles  cases  were  down  to  23,  we  hope 
in  view  of  measles  vaccination  given  during  the  early  part  of  the 
year,  though  following  reports  of  reactions  to  the  vaccine  in 
other  parts  of  the  country,  one  type  was  withdrawn  in  April, 
and  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  alternative  types  were  in  very 
short  supply. 

The  number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever  showed  a  sharp  rise  to 
46,  being  maximal  in  the  5-10  years  range.  Fortunately,  the 
cases  were  mild,  consisting  of  sore  throat  and  a  rash  of  short 
duration,  and  they  occurred  sporadically  during  the  year. 

Only  one  case  of  dysentery  and  one  of  whooping  cough 
were  notified  during  the  year.  There  were  2  cases  of  infective 
jaundice. 

Vaccination  against  smallpox,  poliomyelitis  and  measles, 
and  immunisation  against  diphtheria,  tetanus  and  whooping 
cough  continue  to  be  carried  out  in  Child  Welfare  Clinics,  Schools 
and  General  Practitioners’  surgeries  with  good  response. 

This  year,  the  direct  labour  section  was  included  in  the 
influenza  vaccination  scheme  for  staff  and  workmen.  83 
employees  of  the  Urban  District  Council  received  the  vaccine,  a 
much  better  response  than  last  year  (38). 

Home  Helps  were  supplied  to  197  homes  during  the  year, 
one  more  than  last  year. 

The  Meals  on  Wheels  service  continues  to  supply  24  dinners 
twice  a  week.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  was  a  waiting  list  of 
12. 

The  Meals  from  Neighbours  Scheme  was  organised  during 
the  year  as  an  emergency  standby,  but  its  services  were  not  called 
upon  as  the  Meals  on  Wheels  coped  with  all  urgent  cases 
satisfactorily. 

The  Luncheon  Clubs  continue  as  social  highlights  for  the 
elderly,  20  meeting  at  the  Old  Shildon  Club  on  Tuesdays  and 
20  at  the  New  Shildon  Club  on  Thursdays. 
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The  Red  Cross  continue  to  administer  the  Chiropody  Clinics 
staffed  by  a  County  Chiropodist.  A  total  of  103  twice  weekly 
sessions  was  held,  983  pensioners  and  4  physically  handicapped 
persons  receiving  a  total  of  987  treatments. 

73  houses  were  built  by  the  Council  with  State  Assistance 
and  15  by  private  persons  making  a  total  of  88  for  the  year. 

The  waiting  list  for  old  people’s  bungalows  continues  to 
grow.  The  2  Warden  Service  Bungalow  Schemes  have  been  so 
successful  in  prolonging  the  independence  of  old  people  that  a 
third  one  is  now  under  consideration. 

The  Municipalisation  of  Dustbins  and  the  conversion  to 
the  Paper  Sack  Collection  System  is  continuing  on  schedule, 
approximately  80%  of  the  town  now  using  paper  sacks  for  refuse 
collection.  The  total  conversion  should  be  completed  by 
Mid-1970. 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  continues  to  be  used,  but  pro¬ 
gress  is  being  made  with  regard  to  the  discharge  of  the  town’s 
sewage  to  the  Aycliffe  Disposal  Works,  agreement  having  been 
reached  with  the  Darlington  Rural  District  Council.  The  Con¬ 
sultant  Engineers  have  estimated  that  the  connection  sewer  should 
be  completed  in  two  years. 

Finally,  I  should  like  to  thank  the  Council  for  their  co¬ 
operation,  my  staff  for  their  loyalty  and  hard  work  and  members 
of  all  voluntary  organisations  for  their  continuing  willing  service.

SLAUGHTERHOUSES 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958, 
there  are  2  slaughterhouses.  The  2  slaughterhouses  concerned 
are  each  attached  to  the  retail  shop  for  which  they  are  used,  and 
conform  to  the  standards  laid  down  under  the  provisions  of  the 
above  Act,  and  have  been  duly  licensed  thereunder.  All  animals 
slaughtered  have  been  subject  to  inspection  which  has  amounted 
to  100%.  A  high  standard  of  cleanliness  has  been  maintained 
in  the  slaughterhouses  throughout  the  period. 

The  slaughterhouses  have  also  been  inspected  by  the  Officers 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  and  have 
been  found  satisfactory.
